PRINCESS  MAFALDA  (Clark)  1929.  Orange  pink,  shading  into  light  coral 
red,  lower  lip  yellow  shading  into  coral  red  and  striped  with  narrow  red  lines.

PRINCESS  GIOVANNi\  (Clark)  1930.  Pale  red  orange,  streaked  lightly  with 
lighter  orange  red.
